For instance, the committee 
on foreign affairs, giving its whole sor 
vice land time, should know more o1 
that .service and its wants than tho 
oomwittoo on tho postoffioe and posts 
roads does, and vice veisa ; and so with 
every one of tho 
fifty odd committees 


of thp House. 
And, let mo say right 


hero, there is no ono active committee 
of this House that doea not have suffi 
oiont business to keep every one of its 
members busy the whole of the time 
not j,ftkon up by tho sessions of con. 
gross,, and this too, however industri' 
ous dr able the respective members o 
tho 'committee may bo. 


Now, 
then, originally it was intendot 


that the committee on appropriations 
should report bills to tho lIoiiRe appro 
printing money to carry on the govern 
mont in pursuance of existing law, bu 
the prnotiue has grown up between thi 
IIouso and Senate to not only appropri 
ato money by bills which come from th 
committee on appropriations, but to 
also stiok on ta such bills much of th 
important general and special lugisla 
tion that ia had, and the result has fre 
quently boon that vicious legislation 
haa been had iu this way. 
In other 


words, tho necessity for passing these 
bills appropriating money to carry on 
the government havo been seized upon 
by mistaken or designing legislators to 
drag through under the rules of tho 
IIouso vioious legislation.
